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1. Applicant's arguments filed 6/3/2004 (paper no. 13) have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Robin fails to show converting number which 
correspond to inaccessible number to accessible ones, Robin clearly teaches a microprocessor 
(40, figure 1) to convert the buffered series of digits, i.e., "1" or "Oil", from a first number, 
accessible by the first telephone line interface (12, figure 1) but not accessible via the second 
telephone line interface (14, figure 1), to a unique CIC code, i.e., a second number, accessible via 
the first and second telephone line interface so that the microprocessor converts the call to an 
Internet based call by directing an outgoing call to a second telephone line interface (14, figure 
1) using the unique CIC code (col. 1 1 lines 24-52). Note the claimed limitations haven't clearly 
defined the relationship between the first number and the second number. Thus, the combination 
of Jones and Robin are enough to reject the broad claimed limitations. As a result, claims 1-15 
are rendered obvious by the combination of Jones and Robin.
